ing of oui dining-room and kitchen free 
from flies. It is a rule with us that nets 
shall be in all opened windows and thai 
the net doors must be kept closed, anc 
there is no deviation from this. Bn 
cai efnl as we might be the pests wouli 
get in. We have brushed until shoul 
ders and arm were lame and hands blis- 
tered; have used various fly-catchers 
sticky Hy paper and poison fly paper 
discarding the latter several times on 
account of its poisonous properties anc 
disgusting effects.but returning to it be- 
cause we did not know what else to do. 
We will say that our house is very 
sunny, light and airy—we have no 
blinds, and can not darken the rooms 
and so keep the flies out. A short time 
ago we became alive to the necessity of 
throwing away once for »U the fly pa- 
per, having been convinced that it was 
impregnated with a solution of arsenic. 
Knowing the efficacy of Persian insect 
powder—Pvrethrum roseum or einerse- 
folium—in "destroying insect life, we 
closed the windows and doors of the 
dining-room, sprinkled a large handful 
of this powder upon a few live coals and 
retired to await results. The smoke was 
quite dense for two hours, yet at the 
end of that time not one fly was dead, 
they were somewhat weak in the legs, 
but soon revived. 
Alter this failure we next purchased 


a small insect vowder bellows for one 
dollar, half filled the receptacle with 
powder and blew it all around the room, 
making a fine dust. 
Soon a buzzing 


was heard, as when a fly is caught in a 
spidei's \\eb, only louder, and in one- 
li ilf hour e-i ery fly in the room 
was 


dead. The fly season is now robbed of 
its terrors for us, for a few puffs of the 
bellows each morning before sweeping 
keeps our rooms free from flies. The 
powder costs GO cents per pound at 
wholesale, but with care will last some 
tune, tor i/entle puffs of the powder 
answ cr every pui pose, as it is only nec- 
eis.ii v to blow it once where the flies 
can In e.Uh it.—Cor.

field, III, we learn that Uie concern has 
been operating more largely perhaps in 
McLean county than in any other part of 
the state. The company operated mainly 
in the rural districts, and it has beeu as- 
certained that Simpson and his sub- 
agents procured about 100 policies in the 
neighborhood of Heyworth. 
Several 


fraudulent transactions of the concern in 
that locality have come to the knowledge 
of the insurance department. It is stated 
that two policies amounting to $5,000 
were issued on the life of Peter Albrecht, 
aged 82 who is said to be a resident of 
Germany, and therefore could not be- 
come a member of the association. Tho 
policies were made payable to Frederick 
C. MieJke, o£ Tolouo, a grandson of Al- 
brecht, A policy of 83000 was fasned to 
Nilfred Hanoock, of Heyvrortb, payable 
to Albert Newton, a Bub-agent of the 
company, and in no way related to the 
insured, while the concern is only author 
ized by law to collect assessment* for tin 
benefit of the widows, orphans nnd heira 
of the deceased members. Mrs. Hancock 
was on her death bed when this polio 
was issued and died two weeks later, am 
the policy was issued -vithout the know! 
edge of Mrs. Hancock or her husband 
Policies were issued on the life of J. B 
Lewis, of Heyworth, in favor of Hiram 
Daniels for $3000. The company wan or- 
ganized by Prof. Blackwell, who wan once 
a preacher in Coles county, but who was 
fired from the ministry for alleged crook- 
edness."
